The nominee, In support of his 
contention, cited a 
telegram

President H. N, Pope of the Texas 
Farmers* Union to President Wilson 
requesting that the farmers be per- ] 
nutted to submit data in arbitration j 
proceedings between the railroads and j 
the brotherhoods. He said: 
“I w ant to say in reference to rates 
that it seems to me the farmers of 
the country .were very little consid­ 
ered the other day when on the de- i 
in a od of the Administration the wages 
of a group of railroad workers were 
Increased by law, In response to force. j 
Somebody has got to pay the increased 
bills, and the farmers will know’ very j 
quick who has to pay them. 
“The farmers were not represented 
In this discussion, if you may call I; 
that in this 'surrender. I have here 
a copy of a telegram that was sent to j 
the President by 
Pope, .the pre*4- 
dent of the State farm ers’’ Union of 
Texas, which I shall read to you: 
‘We ask that you* malta no con­ 
cessions or corn nil tmeq^s that will 
In any manner cause Sn increase 
in freight rata* on products pro­ 
duced or consumed on the farm. 
The men Who pay the freight havo 
an equity in this dispute, which 
nettlier the railroad trainmen,nor 
the railroad managers thave au­ 
thority to represent. If/It Is your 
intention to personally dispose of 
the matter we ask that yam post­ 
pone further consideration until a 
committee of farmers can prepare 
information and data to present 
their side of the case, lf you con­ 
clude to settle by arbitration, then 
the 
organ lied 
farmers 
should 
have representation on any arbi­ 
tration committee that may be 
formed to dispose of this question; 
for the men who pay should have 
representation as well as the o n 
who receive it.- 
‘We again urge that all ques­ 
tions involved be settled by arbi­ 
tration, where all parties and all 
interests can be heard and the 
subject 
dealt with aside from 
haste and intimidation.’

Hughes concluded reading tho tele­ 
gram : 
“No regard was paid to that mes-j 
sage,” Mr. Hughes; said. “The busi­ 
ness men of the country, through the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, w’ere at the same time and j 
had for many weeks before been Im­ 
ploring the executive and leaders in I 
congress for an immediate and prompt 
inquiry in order that the justice of 
this m atter might be known.

Cowen’s 
juggernaut,

tire from guns fore and aft.

Cowen 
says: 
“ Submitted to laird Palmer­ 
ston and his colleagues and by them 
submitted to a select committee of the 
most experienced veterans of the age 
—supposed to be t ?) but in reality 
washed-out old Women and senile Old 
Tabbies at Woolwich whither I caused 
the machine models, plans, etc., to be 
conveyed, murk 
at my own expense. 
"For Johnny Bull is a craven ani­ 
ma! after his truly 
Beloved God— 
Money; and never parts with it wil­ 
lingly, but freely allows himself to be 
robbed of it by his rulers and task ­ 
masters while he dozily dream s of his 
Freedom and Liberty; and this Idol 
of Lucre he has only obtained after 
wading ankle deep in blood all over

and this is his greatness." 
Cowen asserts in a note at the bot­ 
tom of his pamphlet that the select 
committee of veterans refused to con­ 
sider his plans because the rain could 
not he officered by a host of poor re­ 
lations of the Cpper Ten Thousand 
“supported by half starved serfs.”

And as he snaps his fingers 
and claps his hands the dog drops on 
his forelegs, his tongue hanging out 
through a large wet grin, and jumps 
sidewise under the Czar’s desk then 
through to the other side and on, 
round and round the august 
room, 
emitting undignified but unmistakably 
joyful bow-wows. 
Thus do boy and 
dog begin the day. 
But when one is a Grand Duke and 
in training to be a Czar, one has im­ 
portant duties even though one be 
just a boy.
